THE GUlEIiNMENTS POLICY. 

In tho houso, > Saturday, the premier 
briefly sketched the policy of the govern- 
ment in a few well considered and timely 
remarks. The construction of the Island 
railway and drydock; tho opening of the 
railway lands; the suppression of the 
Chinese evil; the settlement of tho vex't 
judiciary matter; tho proper remunera- 
tion of jurors and witnesses; and the car- 
rying out of public works on a scale much 
more extensive than that of their prede- 
decossora, have already occupied the at- 
tention of ministors. In fact it may now 
be stated si!thorit».Hvnly that all matter,, 
in dispute between the Dominion and the 
province are in course of negotiation and 
profcable speedy adjustment upon a basi 
that will be fair to all parties and very 
advantageous to this country. The late 
government carried these important mat 
tors to a diplomatic deadwall. Their 
policy had been such that they could 
neither advance nor retreat; and then 
1 hoy deposited their burden and tied. The 
new government have assumed the task 
which their predecessors found too heavy. 
They have already removed the obstruc- 
tion and are advancing with rapid strides 
towards a successful issue. The assur- 
ance convoyed ill the premier's practical 
remarks will be heartily welcomed by the 
country which has been supplied to nau. 
seation with promises by the lite 
government that were never kept. The 
effect upon the business of Victoria 
through the early commencement of tho 
Esquimalt-Nanaimo railway and tho com- 
pletion of the drydock can scarcely be re- 
alized even by those who have witnessed 
tho gratifying change which the expendi- 
ture of railway monies on the mainland 
has wrought in the commerce of this 
place and tho value of real property. Tho 
throwing open of the railway lands to 
settlement, and the introduction and colo- 
nization thereon of white immigrants arc 
matters which more nearly concern the 
mainland; but which, in effect, will bp 
equally advantageous to every quart. ) of 
the province. If the ministerial pro- 
gramme should be carried out, a boom of 
prosperity only second in extent and im- 
portance to that which has lifted Mani- 
toba to its prosent position will strike the 
province before the coming summer shall 
have passed away. Negotiations which 
are fraught with great consequence are in 
progress, and wo gather from the pre- 
mier's announcement that there is every 
reason to believe llio government policy 
will be crowned with complete success. 
It should be the aim of all citizens who 
liavo a stake in the country to strengthen 
the ministers' hands in this important 
crisiB of the country's existence. 

THE FINANCES- A DEFICIT OF 
$100,000. 

The statement of the premier (hat when 
the new government came into power 
three weeks ago there was an overdraft of 
upwards of §00,000 at the bank and lia- 
bilities which, added to the overdraft, 
combined to make a deficit of about 
3100,000, created a marked sensation in 
the house. The ex premier, who, when 
lie left office, declared that the finances 
woro in a very satisfactory condition, sub- 
sequently undertook to explain that the 
overdraft was made in preference to is- 
suing bonds to the same amount; but his 
explanation was turned to ridicule by the 
finance minister when he remarked that 
the difference between raising the money 
by bond or overdraft reminded him of 
tho Irishman who tried to lengthen his 
blanket by cutting a piece off the top and 
sowing it on the bottom ! This sally 
croatod a roar of laughter which, having 
subsidod, tho finance minister continued 
that in the course of a few days a finan- 
cial statement would be made public 
which would fully sustain all that the 
premier had stated. The ex-promier will 
scarcely succeed in deceiving this house as 
he used to humbug the last legislature; 
but the present houso is altogether too 
intelligent to be influenced by false state- 
ments. The public (wlio arc pained to 
hear of the deficit) will await the appear- 
ance of the financial statement with in- 
terest. 



SAVON A FERRY. 

The important place known as Savona 
ferry exists (so far as the ferry is concern- 
ed) in name only. Mr. Newland, the 
late contractor, on the expiration of the 
lease for which he held the right to cross 
passengers, freight, etc., hauled out his 
scow, and the new contractor lias not yet 
provided a suitablo or any boat. Tho in- 
convenience to the public who have to 
cross Thompson river is very great. The 
prosperity of the important agricultural 
sections of Kamloops, Okanagan and Ni- 
cola depend almost entirely on safe and 
efficient means of ferriage at this point; 
in the absence of a boat or bridge they 
are helpless. We have always favored a 
bridge at this point. The late govern- 
ment promised to build one several years 
ago; but like all other of their promises 
it was not kopt. Mr. Martin, M. 1'. I'., 
movod for information concerning the 
letting of the last ferry-rights, and the 
reply may provo interesting. 



A Mendacious Journal, 

To the Editor: — The Standard has 
the impudent effrontery to deny the 
statement that the members of tho tie- 
funct party attempted and failed to se- 
cure a candidate to oppose the reelec- 
tion of Mr. Alex. Davie, at Lillooot, 
and to state that Mr. Davie did his 
best to get up an opposition to himself, 
for tho purpose of abusing "the villain- 
ous Eoaven party" for attempting to 
retard "the government of the coun- 
try." Such utter rubbish as this does 
not require serious consideration. 
The readers of tho Standard must bo 
simple-minded indeed not to soe that 
it is fibbing. 

The Standard knows just as well as 
I know that the $500 for an opposi- 
tion candidate was forthcoming from 



the Beavenites, but the candidate to 
run against Mr. Davie can not be 
found. 

Why should the Standard, except 
from force of habit, deny what it 
knows to be true, or why should it 
claim abstention from opposition to 
Mr, Davie as something for Mr. Bea- 
ven and his friends to brag about, ex- 
cept for the purpose of deceiving its 
rentiers ! 

This is not the way a respectable 
journal would act. The Standard has 
for years been reclining under the 
deadly upas-tree of Government pat- 
ronage, until its patriotism and moral 
sense have been destroyed. All it 
now seems capable of is abuse and 
misrepresentation. It is not long ago 
that it assured its readers that Mr. 
DeCosmos would head tho poll, where- 
as, when the poll was declared, he «raa 
near the bottom of it. Only a few 
weeks s. i,n it asserted that b majority 
of the members of the provincial legis- 
lature supported Mr. Heaven ; the first 
vote showed that Mr. Heaven had only 
8 votes out of a house of 25. Then 
again the Standard claimed the largest 
circulation of any newspaper in the 
province, whereas every intelligent per- 
son knows that it has fewer subscribers 
than any other paper published .in Vic- 
toria. 

A newspaper which ignores the 
truth has outlived its usefulness, ami 
its decease would be a matter for con- 
gratulation in tin; interest of honesst 
journalism.

A Nioo Muddlo. 

Salt SpRINO Island, Feb. 17. 

To tub EDITOR: As the returning of- 
ficer at tho last municipal election held on 
Salt Spring Island did not pretend to 
know anything of the municipal laws of 
this province and trusted to tho reeve for 
instructions and advice ho certainly can- 
not be blamed for the difficulties ill which 
the municipality is now involved. 

According to section 34 of the Munici- 
pal Act, 1881, the returning officer 
ought to road the list of candidates before 
'2 o'clock on nomination tiny, and had 
this boon dono the prosent difficulties 
would have been avoided. Tho list of 
candidates, however, was not read till af- 
ter 2 o'clock when no more nominations 
could he received, and it was then found 
that no one had been nominated for 
roevo, 

Some of the electors contended that 
another election ought to bo hold under 
section 05 of the Municipal Act, 1881, 
but tho reeve claimed that under the cir- 
cumstances he had a right to serve for 
another year without ro-election; and as 
the returning officer was dependent upon 
him for advice, be, of course, carried his 
point. 

When The Colomrt pointed out that the 
reeve could not retain his office without 
re-election tho councillors would not take 
their seats, but it was then too late to 
hold another election, so there is a cum- 
pleto deadlock. 

Tho conduct of the reeve was most 
reprehonsiblo as there is not one word in 
the Act which could lead him to believe 
that he had a right to retain his office 
without re election, and if was nothing 
but an impudent attempt to occupy the 
position in defiance of the electors.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATIVE 

ASSEMBLY. 

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 

Monday, Febuary 19. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:40 
p. m. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Shildrick. 

Galleries were well filled with interest- 
ed spectators. 

The honorables tho premier and pro- 
vincial secretary were then sworn in and 
took their seats, the speaker announcing 
that he had received the writs for Cow- 
ichan and New Westminster. 

Tho clerk read a telegram from tho 
returning officer of Lillooet district stating 
that the honorable the attorney-general 
had been elected by acclamation for that 
district. A toiegram vvaa also read by 
the speaker tu that effect. 

These papers were ordered to be print- 
ed in the journals of the House. 

Mr. Orr moved for a committee to in- 
vestigate the evidence relating to the 
election of the honorable the attorney- 
getleral, tu report forthwith to the House. 
Also that the standing orders be suspend- 
ed for that purpose 

Seconded by Mr. Martin. 

Mr, Heaven thought such a course was 
hardly in accordance with parliamentary 
practice. He had no desire, however, to 
keep the attorney-general out uf his seat 
and would suggest that the matter be 
further looked into by a committee of the 

The premier was willing that the House 
should resolve itself into a commitlieof 
the whole on this matter. In the ease of 
the elections for Kootuuay, a few years 
ago, uu telegram had been received of the 
election and here a double one had come 
to band. 

House in committee of the whole; Mr. 
I ialbraith in the chair. 

Mr. Orr submitted a motion tu the ef- 
fect that the evidence submitted of the 
election of Hon. A. E. I!. Davie by ac- 
clamation for Lillooet district is satisfac- 
tory to this House and that he be alluwed 
to take Ins seat. 

Mr, Armstrong hero asked the honora- 
ble provincial secretary if Mr. I''. Soues 
was the returning officer for tho district of 

Lillooet. 

The chairman called attention to tho 
fact that Mr. Soues had signet! both tele- 
grams as returning officer. 

Hon. provincial secretary stated that 
that gentleman had beon appointed re- 
turning officer by the late government and 
'us appointment had not been cancelled. 

Mr. Beaven again stated that the pro- 
ceeding was, strictly speaking, unparlia- 
mentary, but as the opposition had not 
opp< s id the re-election of the new min- 
isters although he had good reason f >r 
believing that it could have been done 
successfully. [ Laughter, j He did not 
wish now to keep the attorney-general 
Kill of his seat. 

Motion carried unanimously and the 
committee rose and reported, Motion 
was then read a lirst time. 

A short discussion occurred as to the 
necessity "f reading the resolution three 
tunes. It was limdl) decided that 11 
.should be so read. The motion therefi re 
passed three readings and was finally 
adopted and ordered to be entered on the 
journals of the House. 

Hon. A. L. I'. Davie was then sworn 
in and took his seat accordingly, being 
introduced to Mr. Speaker by Mr. Martin 
and Mr. MeTavish. 

Hon. Mr. Sir.ithe remarked it would lie 
expected of him to say something with 
regard to the change of g ivernment that 
had taken place since the opening of the 
legislature when he had undertaken the 
duty ot forming a new government. That 
government had been sworn in and three 
members of it. had been bef ire their con- 
stituents and had seen red their reelection. 
Very little time had been allowed for t hat 
purpii.se and some of the ministers had. 
necessarily been absent so that the gov- 
ernment had had ii" opportunity of pro- 
perly framiiii! their policy so far, so that 
he was only in a position to indicate what j 
a p u-tioii of that p< licy would be. The 
government immediately upon taking 
ollice entered upon the consideration of 
the important question of Island railroad, i 
It would be the policy of the government j 
to secure the construction of that railroad 
at the -earliest possible moment. A mem- 
orandum was already on its way tu the 
Minister of Railways at Ottawa and there j 
was every probability of a satisfactory ar- 
rangement being arrived at and that a 
commencement would bo made early ill 
the summer. (Hear, bear.) Another 
great question was that of railway lands 
in lion of a deficiency and mountainous 
territory on the mainland. Negotiations 
• ii this question bad been abruptly brok- 
en off by the late government and their 
agent and up to this time nothing had 
been done in the way of arranging this 
difficulty or of opening up these railway 
lauds for settlement. It will be the en 
deavor uf the present government t 
secure the opening up of these lands as. 
.s,.ui, a;: practicable. (Hear, hear ) Dry 
dock matters had been carefully consul 
ered and he believed he would shortly be 
prepared to announce that that work 
would be completed with all possible dis 
patch without costing tho province any 
more money; and further that what had 
been advanced would be recouped and 
then made available fur public improve- 
ment. (Hear, hear and cheers. ) Every- 
thing possible would be none to mitigate 
the great Chinese evil. An immigration 
policy would be inaugurated with as little 
delay as possible in which railroad coii- 
tractors would be asked to assist. Mr. 
Onderdonk had already offered a con- 
siderable sum of money for thai purpose, 
(hear, hoar,) but of course he could not 
say definitely as to whether thai offer 
would be acce| ted by the Dominion gov 
eminent. The judiciary question was 
also under consideration. The Dominion 
government had referred what was called 
the '•Thrasher case" to the Supreme Court 
of Canada for final settlement. The en- 
tire revision of the judiciary on the main- 
land would be carefully gone into with a 
view of est iblishing permanent law courts. 
A more equitable payment of jurors and 
witnesses would also be brought about. 
Much hardship was entailed on jurors and 
witnesses, particularly on the former as 
I lu y had to travel great distances in many 
instances and then return home without 
any pay whatever for their time and 
trouble. Public works would be carried 
on to a much greater extent than under 
the former government. Expensive and 
necessary works had been allowed to fall 
into decay and year by year they had 
been getting into a worse condition till 
now many of the provincial roads were 
impassable or next thing to it. Farmers 
in the interior were utterly unable to 
take advantage of railway construction on 
account of tho impracticability of getting 
their produce to market over the govern- 
ment roads. (Hear, hear.) At present 
ho was sorry to say that the finances of 
the province were in a wretched condi- 



tion. He believed there was an overdraft 
of between §00,000 and 870,000 at the 
bank. Some heavy liabilities had already 
beon paid by thu new government and 
many other largo sums were constantly 
falling due and would have to be met. 
Instead of a boasted surplus in the trea- 
sury .$100,000 of indebtedness would have 
I to be met by the new government. Noces- 
' sary funds would have to be provided for 
; carrying on much needed public works, 
j but at present he could not say precisely 
I how those fundu would be raised. The 
| recent trip of the U. S. revenue cutter 
j Wolcutt had shown how absolutely neces- 
i sary it is to have some of H. M. ships of 
| war constantly on this station. The out- 
I going government had, it is true, forward- 
] ed a memorandum to Ottawa on this mat- 
tor, but it was to weak to effect any good 
purpose and another one bad to be at 
once sent off. His government would 
endeavor to make Esquiinalt thu head 
quarters of her majesty's navy on the 
North Pacific. (Hear, hear.) Ho had 
thus outlined a few of the subjects that 
tho government proposed to deal with, 
but others would come before the house 
as the session progressed. Time had been 
so short since the new government took 
ollico that a complete policy could not. be 
got ready and he had merely touched 
upon a few of tho most important ques- 
tions now before the house and country. 
The lion, gentleman in conclusion re- 
marked l hat measures would be submit- 
ted to the house having for their object 
the general good uf the whole province. 
(Hoar, hear and cheers from every part 
of the house.) 

Mr. Beaven would not reply to the 
speech of the leader uf the government, 
as he would have an opportunity of doing 
•so at a fut lire lime.

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that there was 
an overdraft at the bank of §00,000. 

Mr. Heaven— True ; but that was in- 
stead of bonds. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe It makes no practi- 
cal difference. If bonds had been issued 
the bonds would have to be paid. It was 
true that the subsidy from Canada had 
been received and placed to the credit of 
the government; but the fact was that 
the principal source of revenue for the 
lirst half of the year - the subsidy from 
Canada — had been spent in advance. 
(Hear ) The new government found it- 
self in this position and the statement he 
had made was a fact. 

Mr. Heaven then said he did not 
deny the overdraft , but the finances of 
the country were in a good condition. 
The government had §li(),000 at their dis- 
posal which they might issue at any time. 
The house had authorized the issue of 
bonds to the extent of §250,000; §00,000 
of which bad not been issued when he 
left the treasury. 

Hun. Mr. Robson said the statement 
of the leader of the opposition reminded 
him of the method Paddy adopted for 
lengthening bis blanket, by cutting a 
piece off the top and sewing it on the 
bottom. (Laughter.) He had told the 
houso that the debt increased by issuing 
bonds to carry on the dry dock would be 
met by the imperial subsidy. But when 
would that subsidy be available? Not un- 
til I he dock was finished to t he entire t>n- 
lisfaction of thu imperial government — 



(hear.) The leader uf the opposition on 
leaving ofiicc had said the finances wero 
in a satisfactory condition Hut ho (Mr. 
Robsonj regrottod to say that their con- 
dition was most deplorable The govern- 
ment wore nut in a position to speak with 
exactness, but enough was already known 
to enable bin: to say that when the 
finances were handed over the affairs were 
in a desperate condition (hear.) But there 
was no use in wasting words now. In a 
short time the financial statement would 
bo laid before the house and it would 
then be seen in what a deplorable condi- 
tion matters were. (Hear.) 

House here adjourned till Wednesday.

ROYAL COLUMBIAN HOSPITAL. 

Straago Disclosures. 

Ni'.vv Wkstmixstek, Feb. 15. 
On Tuesday last the directors of the 
Royal Columbian Hospital held a court 
of inquiry. The hospital steward was 
changed with neglect of duty. Several 
patients were examined; one of them said 
that "the steward treated them as if tie 
were their father;" another said, "the 
meat supplied for dinner on one occasion 
was rather rare;" and a third said "'the 
steward was drunk.'' In the course of 
the enquiry a startling fact floated to the 
surface Seine timo ago one uf the doc- 
tors gave a prescription to one of the 
patients; the hospital steward is the apo- 
thecary and he ci inpoiinds the drugs. 
On this occasion ho proved that he knows 
something of the art practised by those 
who use the mortar and pestle, he refused 
to supply the medicine; but gave a gentle 
dose of something else, and the patient 
recovered. Your correspondent cannot 
say that the prescription referred to is 
evidence of the ignorance of the man who 
wrote it; it may be only a mistake, but it 
is a serious affair. Two medical gentle- 
men were examined as witnesses. One 
of them stated that "the dose prescribed 
| was entirely loo much, ami would bo 
dangerous under any circumstances." The 
j other said "it would most likely prove 
! fatal, and the doctor who prescribed such 
I a remedy under such circumstances would 
I be guilty of manslaughter." 
j In the above short paragraph you have 
| the sum and substance of tho evidence 
| presented to the "directors" of the Loy- 
al Columbian Hospital. And now your 
; readers will ask what did the directors 
do t Tho answer is comical, but your 
I correspondent can't help that. The 
| board of directors admonished the steward 
and told him to be more attentive in fu- 
I ture ' The general impression is that if 
he had obeyed orders and killed (he pa- 
tient by administering tho overdose pre- 
scribed by the other officer there would 
I be no complaint. Look at this subject 
j from any point of view and you must 
acknowledge it is a terrible misfortune to 
be a patient in the Royal Columbian hos- 
pital. 

Baud of Hopo and Eluo Ribbons. 

I )n no previous occasion in ibis city has 
such an interesting gathering been wit- 
nessed as the one in Philharmonic Hall 
on Sunday afternoon. There could not 
have been less than -!()() children under 
l-l years of age present besides a very 
large number of adults, as the .spacious 
loom was literally packed to the doors 
besides many that were standing in the 
lobby. At least three Sunday Schools 
were represented, namely the Methodist, 
Pandora street Presbyterian and the Un- 
formed Episcopal church. As soon as 
order was secured a large voluntary choir 
sang "Hold the Fori" and the work of 
forming a "Band of Hope" consisting of 
children from five or six to eleven or 
twelve years of age commenced under the 
guidance of A. J. McLelhui, Esq., presi- 
dent of the blue Ribbon association. Col . 
Hawkins, Rev. C. Watson and others. 
As the companies of youths of both sexes 
trooped up to sign the roll under the lead- 
ership of some boy or girl more courage- 
ous or more enthusiastic than their com 
piuiions, applause long and loud greeted 
them. This went on nil 170 signatures 
had been obtained and as many Hand of 
Hope cards distributed, During thu>e 
proceedings Col. Hawkins delivered one 
of bis characteristic, eloquent and telling 
speeches which was addressed chiefly to 
the children present. Rev. G. B. Allen 
of the Reformed Episcopal church, Peta 
buna, Cal , followed with a short but ap- 
propriate and telling address of encourag- 
merit to the children; at the mime time 
exhorting I lie grown up people to drive 
out the demon of intemperance which has 
attained such magnitude in this and 
almost every community. This move- 
ment it is to be hoped will not be ephem- 
eral in its character as many temperance 
organizations have been in the past. With 
an adult membership of 330 in the Blue 
Ribbon club and 170 children in the Hand 
of Hope association an influence for good 
ought to be exercised that will result in 
checking what every body must admit 
is the great curse of society in this city 
and country.

THE RUSSIAN CZAR. 

"v7HY HIS CORONATION IS NOT AN 
OCCASION OF JOY. 

A Eanwinff Talo of Imperial "Crimo 
and Popular Misery. 

(From a French Journal.) 

How grand must bo tho coronation 
of an Emperor ! What joy — what 
throngs of people — what enthusiasm ! 
A superb, dazzling, mngnifieont specta- 
cle, above all in the capital where the 
ceremony took place ! In all the cities 
of the Empire, in all the little villages, 
how every hetirt throbs, and makes 
ready to celebrate the important event 
with all the eclat possible. Hut, i.t 
the scone of coronation itself, what ad- 
miration, what a concentration of 
splendour '. For a long time tho city 
has hern busy with preparation, as it 
wants to appear in all its glory on the 
great occasion. All are at, work in 
earnest, Edifices are decorated, dwell 
ings draped in national colors, nnd | 
streots strewn with flowers on all tho 
routes through which the Imperial 
cortege moves. At length the mo- 
mentous day arrives. Volleys of artil- 
lerv, a hundred times repeated, salutes 
the auspicious dawn that heralds the 
coronation of tho Czar of n'.l the 
Russians. In all directions innumer- 
able crowds of men, women, and chil- 
dren are coming from neighboring pro- 
vinces, to salute the monarch who has 
such high claims to their respect and 
love. Young maidens aro dressed in 
white, and all the multitude are carry- 
ing flowers to throw in the pathway of 
their sovereign. What luxury and 
mirth on every hand I Hero wine 
flows like water, and everyone hastens 
to till his cup in honor of the day, 
There, an immense table, filled with 
choicest viands, extends the whole 
length of the street, at which men of 
all ranks and classes take their posi- 
tions — soldiers, merchants, workmen, 
priests, peasants and captains. (>! it 
must be grand— very grand — this cor 
onation of an Emperor I 

But no ! This is all a dream. The 
city is sombre and dismal. The inhab- 
itants have enclosed themselves within 
their dwellings, whore terror holds 
them captive, for they dare not von 
ture beyond their thresholds. The old 
are silent, and with drooping beads 
look sadly on the children, who have 
ceased their play under a presentiment 
of woe. The father is gloomy, ami 
the mother clasps her infant in her 
arms, as if a bloodthirsty tiger coveted 
this prey. All is quiet ; not a mur- 
mur escapes, and even the breath is 

held The Czar is in the Krem 

lin ! 

The Kremlin ! A collection of tow- 
ers of all forms ; of belfries and don- 
jons, and turrets; of minarets and 
bells ; of loop-holes, crenelated walls, 
ramparts, and fortifications of all des- 
criptions. All in this vast monument 
■ — the ancient residence of the cruel 
tyrants of Russia — all announces dis- 
order and violence ; all betrays the con 
tinual surveillance required for the 
safety of a despot ! Tho Kremlin — 
the work of a malignant mortal, whose 
power knew no bounds ami who rep- 
resented armed terror and desolation. 
Heritage of the dark reign of Ivan III., 
it stands a prison, a palace, a saiictu- 
arv, a bastile against the nation, a re- 
fuge for tyrants, a cell for the people. 

The Czar is in the Kremlin ! He 
conceals himself for the ceremony of 
coronation. Ho desires that none 
shall know the moment of his arrival. 
Communication by telegraph is forbid 
den, as well as public travel on the 
line of Moscow. Thirty thousand 
men guard the road ; posts of soldiers 
are statitned on the embankments, and 
patrols aae running night and day on 
both sides of the rails. Like his fa- 
ther, tho Czar travels in a carriage 
cased with iron — fearing perhaps that 
his people, in an explosion of enthu- 
siasm, in tliii wildness of their joy, 
might overpower him with their adu- 
lations, anil smother him in their fren- 
zied pleasure I 

Why all these precautious'! Why 



this terror, even at the moment the 
Czar is entering the cathedral to be 

definitely crowned and to receive tho 
Holy Sacrament? Why endeavor to 
shuttle through the ceremony with clos- 
ed doors, and thus make the coronation 
a secret affair in which the nation 
must have no participation? 

It is because the son of Alexander 
II. well knows the dark and terrible 
history of his predecessors; because he 
well knows that rivers of blood have 
crimsoned their palaces, and what pro- 
found misery they have spread through- 
out the Empire. The spectacle of 
Peter appears ebfore him in all its hid- 
eous surroundings; he beholds him fu- 
rious, intoxicated, in a bloody orgie, 
showing with what address he can cut 
oil' innocent heads. He beholds tho 
debaucheries of Catherine and the in- 
famous licentiousness of Anne, and he 
remembers the cruelties of Elizabeth 
and Catherine 11., so famous for her 
odious crimes, her extreme depravity, 
the history of which produces tho eff- 
ect of a horrible nightmare, and which 
even disgusted her most fanatical ad- 
herents. And time has rolled on un- 
mercifully, without alleviating sorrow, 
or effacing the widespread gloom, and 
without power to wipe away the eter- 
nal tears shed by tho Russian people! 
Groans, and sobs, and lamentations 
reach him from the deserts of Siberia; 
and before his eyes gibbets are arrang- 
ed by thousands, all ready to recoive 
their victims! 

The coronation! Alas! the fatal mo- 
ment has arrived that is to witness not 
merely a consecration of crimes, hor- 
rors and desolations. For this re- 
morse overpowered the Czar, and ter- 
ror overwhelmed him, before the con- 
secrated crown that was to mark him 
as a sign was placed upon his head, and 
which perhaps may be one day a mark 
to aim at by some revenger of human 
itv. For who can bear the echoes of 
despair reverberating throughout the 
Empire without a desire to revenge 
the cruelty of the sovereign? From 
all the desolate places, and from the 
fur off mines of Kara, the saiuo notes 
are sounded. "Overpowered work," 
writos a political prisoner, "is crushing 
out an existence here. This is com- 
menced at six o'clock in the morning, 
not to end until S at night, with so 
much rigor that we have scarcely time 
to breathe. < >, if the rich knew 'at 
what price, with what sweats, with 
what fatigue each grain of gold was 
extracted for them from the depths of 
the earth! We dig in water frozen at 
its sources, which sometimes reaches 
our knees, when we must pump with- 
out cessation. The soil is composed 
almost exclusively of quartz in huge 
pieces, which must be broken by the 
pickaxe before they can pe extracted. 
On returning to the prison in the even- 
ing, fatigued, wet, and in a state of ut- 
ter exhaustion, all ihrow ourselves on 
the hard couches, totally incapable of 
reading or of other recreation. Du- 
ring the last year a number of prison- 
ers have died, two of whom committed 
suicide, while others have become 
deranged, and among the number Mm?. 
Kowalerosxy. The present number 
of prisoners is twenty-four ( all politi- 
cal offenders); and these are enclosed in 
two narrow, uncleanly rooms. Our 
slow agony in the midst of this hell is 
frightful; and our longings for homo 
nnd family sometimes become intoler 
able," 

And these tales of suffering are 
pouring in from the wilds of Siberia, 
from the subjects of the Czar of all 
the Russian.
